Thursday and snow began to melt 
rapidly 

The chinook was not of long 


enough duration to remove the 
snow from the ranges and make 
feed for livestock available. Re 
serve feed supplies on many 
farms and ranches are practically 
exhausted and it is feared today’s 
blizzard may cause heavy losses 
among the weakened animals.
